Too much has been claimed for the multilateral treaty re­ 
nouncing war, and also too little importance has been ascribed to 
it. It is not an absolute preventive of war. It lays no unq ualified 
oblig ations upon the sig ners, carries no explicit sanctions to be en­ 
forced ag ainst violators, leaves it to each nation to be the judg e 
of its own rig hts and of its own duty, and constructs no interna­ 
tional ag ency or org anization to uphold the treaty and to bring to 
justice those w ho are false to it. All this is avowed, or is implicit, 
in what Secretary Kellog g said to the senate committee. 
Hut that 
was understood long ag o by persons familiar with the whole neg o­ 
tiation, leading up to the treaty, and with its term s as worked out 
and finally ag reed to. 
Yet it would 
Ik* wrong to assert, as some 
senators do, that the treaty oug ht to be ratified because it amounts 
to nothing . It is in reality much more than the "meaning less g es­ 
ture,” which it has l>een aftirmed to be. 
The treaty as a document is not so much a leg al form as it is 
a psycholog ical and moral expression of what is a new interna­ 
tional consciousness. 
It summons the nations not into a (^ourt of 
law, but into the forum of conscience. 
It turns the eyes of the 
world in a new direction. W ar is thoug ht of in a m anner never 
before w-ritten into so im portant an instrument. 
It is to lw* g iven 
up, except in cases of dire necessity, not because it is inexpedient, 
but because it is both abhorrent and obsolete. 
Civilized countries 
have found better ways of settling their controversies than by the 
sword. 
W hat the peace treaty does is to express their retfolve to 
make use of pacific means and to resort to w ar only when it is 
wholly inescapable. 
By embodying and publishing to the whole

In making public Secretary Kellogg’s statement to the senate 
committee on foreign relations, together with his answers to ques 
tions, the chairman seems to have had two objects, says the New 
York Times editorially. 
One was to give the public information. 
The other was to 
curtail the senate debate on the Kellogg treaty. 
This latter resul 
will probably not be attained. It should be, since almost every as 
pect and relation of the treaty which could be discussed between 
reasonable men has already been discussed. 
Unhappily, as we 
know from experience, that fact will not prevent senators from 
threshing out the old straw with the joy of men who think they 
have discovered new truth. 
Yet the explanations made by Secre 
tary Kellogg, and especially his replies to the queries put to him 
by senators at the committee hearing, will do more to give the 
people a correct idea of what the peace treaty is, and what it is 
not, than will the longest and dullest senatorial speech that can be 
delivered. 
Too much has been claimed for the multilateral treaty re­ 
nouncing war, and also too little importance has been ascribed to 
it. It is not an absolute preventive of war. It lays no unqualifiec 
obligations upon the signers, carries no explicit sanctions to be en­ 
forced against violators, leaves it to each nation to be the judge 
of its own rights and of its own duty, and constructs no interna­ 
tional agency or organization to uphold the treaty and to bring to 
justice those who are false to it. All this is avowed, or is implicit, 
in what Secretary Kellogg said to the senate committee. 
But that 
was understood long ago by persons familiar with the whole nego­ 
tiation, leading up to the treaty, and with its terms as worked out 
and finally agreed to. 
Yet it would be wrong to assert, as some 
senators do, that the treaty ought to be ratified because it amounts 
to nothing. It is in reality much more than the “meaningless ges 
tore,” which it has been affirmed to be. 
The treaty as a document is not so much a legal form as it is 
a psychological and moral expression of what is a new interna­ 
tional consciousness. It summons the nations not into a <^ourt of 
law, but into the forum of conscience. 
It turns the eyes of the 
world in a new direction. 
War is thought of in a manner never 
before written into so important an instrument. 
It is to be given 
up, except in cases of dire necessity, not because it is inexpedient, 
but because it is both abhorrent and obsolete. 
Civilized countries 
have found better ways of settling their controversies than by the 
sword. 
What the peace treaty does is to express their rtslolve to 
make use of pacific means and to resort to war only when it is 
wholly .inescapable. 
By embodying and publishing to the whole 
world this new attitude, the Kellogg treaty becomes a sort of men­ 
tal sign and spiritual .symbol of a new era. 
This is the great rea­ 
son why the United States should not hesitate to march along with 
the other nations to this inspiring music of human progress.

W ashington, Jan. 9.—d’R>—Tile Bo­ 
livian legation in accordance with in­ 
structions from La Paz today issued 
an official statem ent criticizing the 
Paraguayan reservation to the general 
treaty of arbitration in which P a r a ­

ritory. 
"This reservation will constitute an 
insurm ountable obstacle for the a r ­ 
bitral solution which Bolivia so sin­ 
cerely desires,” the statem ent said.
